CHARGE MILKMEN 
LEVY TRIBUTE ON 
COOK COUNTY POOR 


Bids Submitted to Commission- 
ers Alleged to Be ‘Fixed’ 
and Extortionate, 


‘BORDEN MAKES THE PRICES’ 


That Concern Offers 16 Cents 2 
Galion to Farmers; Lowest 
County Bid 21:5 Cents. 


BOARD MAY BUY OWN DAIRY 


** 


The county board, which buys 80,000 quarts 
of milk a year for the babies of destitute 
mothers and 2,817,600 quarts of milk a year 
for county institutions, is desirous of know- . 
ing why it must pay such high n te re- 
tallers and middlemen. 

The matter probably will be made the sub- 
Jeet of an official inquiry today. Some of the 
commissioners also want to know why the 
wholesale rate quoted to the county is, on the 
average, higher than the rate paid by hotels 
and other large users of milk. 

Commissioners Board, Andersen, Gard, and 
Coonley visited Oak Forest, where the eounty 
infirmary. is located, yesterday afternoon, 
and among other things discussed the feasi- 
bility of establishing a dairy farm on the 
grounds where the county might obtain its 
own milk supply, 

Only in this manner, they believe, may they 
hope to escape the excessive prices. Robert 
E. Kenyon, superintendent of public service, 
ja an enthusiastic exponent of the county 
dairy plan and President A. A. MoOormick 
also thinks well of the idea. 


Can’t Get Prices for Babies, 

Mr. Kenyon particularly ie ineensed be- 
cause he has been unable to induce any Chi- 
cago milk dealer to quote the county agent 
wholesale prices for the milk furnished poor 
babies. 

“The only reduction we receive for this 
milk.“ he said, ‘is 10 per cent below the retait 
rate of 8 cats a quart. In other words, we) 
pay 7.2 cents for every quart of milk distrib. 
uted by the county agent among the poor, 
This, I am told, ig nearly double what the 
milk dealer pays the dairy farmer. Although 
we use 25,000 gallons in the county agent’s 
department every six months, not one dealer 
will offer us a bid on a wholesale basis 

The wholesale price paid for the milk fur- 
‘nighed eounty institutions is greater, it ig 
declared, than that paid by the hotels of Chi- 
cago. One hotel manager last night told 
Tue TRIBUNE the average price paid by the 
hostelries and big restaurants wae about 21 
cents a gallon. 

On Monday there were opened fn the coun- 
ty board rooms bids for the milk supply at 
four big county institutions. Of the hun- 
dreds of milk dealers in Chicago only four 
anewered the advertisement, The lowest bid 
was 21.5 cents and the highest 20.5 cents a 
gallon. No bidder offered to supply all the 
institutions, and the bide were 60 made that 
each dealer is assured, it ie said, of getting 
one contract at his own price {f the bide are 
accepted.

“When the bids were submitted six months 
ago they were rejected as too high, When 
resubmitted about ten days later they were 
$5,000 higher than before. Because of this 
* whipsaw,” as Commissioner Mitchell ex- 
pressed it, some of the commissioners now 
fear to attack the present bids.

Borden Company Fixes Price. 

‘The Borden Condensed Milk company, 
which one of the county bidders admitted 
made his prices for him, hag offered, ac- 
cording to his own announcement, to pay 
dairy farmers about 15.91, or less than 16 
cents per gallo , during the next six months. 
This is lees than 4 cents a quart, 

The retail rate to householders is 8 cents 
a quart, more than double the price paid the 
producer by the middlemen, and the whole- 
sale rate, as indicated by the bids submitted 
to the county board, varies from nearly 4 
to 10 cents above the price paid the men who

COMPROMISE ON GLOVE DUTY 
PARTIAL VICTORY FOR WOMEN,

House and Senate Gonferees Agree on 
Lower Rates in Forthcoming Tariff 
Bill. 

— — 


Washington, D. G., Sept. 16.~—{Special.}— 
A partial victory hag been won for the wom- 
en and children of the country in connectios 
with the glove duties of the pending tariff 
bill. ) 

The senate confer¢es refused to accept the 
low rates fixed by the house, and the house 
conferees declined to permit the continuance 
of the present duties. A compromise finally 
was agreed upon. 

Th duty now imposed on lambskin gloves 
worn by women and children ig 62.80 a dosen 
pair, As the bill passed the house the rate 
was fixed at §2 a dozen pairs, The senate 
restored the present rate. Kid gloves worn 
by women and children now pay a duty of $8 
a dosen pair. Had the house provision stood 
a reduction of $1 a dosen pairs would have 
been made in this kind of hana wear. If the 
senate rate had been adopted the reduction 
would have been 50 cents 4 dosen pairs. 

It is not defi known what the com- 
promise reached by the conferees on the glove 
schedule is, but it is understood that lamb 
skins will pay the house duty of $2 a dosen 
pairs and kid gloves will pay the senate rate 
of $2.50 per dozen “airs. 

Men have been more considerately treated, 
as the duty on gloves worn by them has been 
reduced from 84 to $8 per dosen pairs.

On June 19a decree 
was entered, in which there was a clause that 
Whitcher agreed to give $5 a week to the sup- 
port of his wife and two minor children. 


Whiteher Again Arrested. 

In the meantime a second wdrrant and re- 
quisition papers had arrived from New York.

Dentist Caught in Counterfeiting

New Tork, Sept. 16—The discovery of a 
counterfeiter’s den which Hans Schmidt, 
priest and confessed slayer of Anna Aumul- 
ler, today admitted was fitted up by him to 
make spurious money, led the detectives, 
Coroner Feinberg, and other visitors to his 
cell in the Tombs to express the opinion that 
Schmidt le sane and that further investiga- 
tion will develop that counterfeiting was only 
one of his side lines.“ 

They declared it as their belief that Schmidt 
is feigning insanity after carefully thought 
out plans of a master criminal mind. 

To the Rev. Father Evers, chaplain of the 
Tombs prison, to his attorney and other call- 
ers, Schmidt admitted his connection with 
the flat in West One Hundred and Thirty- 
fourth street, where detectives found bun- 
dles of imitation $10 gold certificate, 

Muret Held for Hearing. 

Dr. Ernest Arthur Muret. the dentist ar- 
rested last night after the raid on the coun- 
tertelter's flat, today was held in $5,000 bail 
for hearing on the charge of having in his 
possession a revolver, in violation of a state 
law. 

Through his knowledge of the law, Muret 
forestalied the plans of the federal secret 
service agents waiting to arrest him on a 
warrant charging counterfeiting. By waiv- 


| ing preliminary examination Muret, for the 
time being at least, escaped the more serious 


charge. 

Bertha Zech, the servant employed by Dr. 
Muret, and taken to police headquarters 
with him last night, was released, the de- 
tectives telling the court they had no evi- 
dence on which she could be held.

The City News bureau last night sent out 
to all of the Chicago morning newspapers a 
communication relating to the arrest of Fa- 
ther Hans Schmidt in New York for the mur- 
der of Anna Aumuller, 

The writer, the Rev. F. Markert of the So- 
clety of the Divine Word, Techny, III., inti- 
mates that Father Schmidt is insane. 

He asxs in the letter that his name be not 
used. * TRIBUNE communicated with him 
over the long distance telephone and he con- 
sented to permit the use of his name. The 
letter follows: 

Knew Schmidt in Boyhood. 

The writer is a friend of Schmidt since 
early boyhood. Even as a boy he showed 
unbounded zeal to study, and contrary to his 
parents’ wishes carried it ta,excess. It is 
literally true that for years he studied 
lessly from early morn till late at night. 
Later he was one of the foremost scholars of 
his class at the classical course of Mayenoe. 
Even then he displayed certain eccentricities 
which pussiled his intimates and caused scru- 
ples on the part of those in charge about re- 
ceiving him into a theological sethinary. 

However, once he was accepted he seemed 
to maintain his equilibrium. Later he left 
and studied philosophy at Munich, attaining 
contrary to the ex- 
peotation of all who khew him, he rgsumed 
his theological studies and in 1004 was or- 
dained to the priesthood. He filled several 
positions as chaplain, hig oversea! causing a 
protracted illness, which finally necessitated 
his entering a sanitarium. In 1008 or 1908 he 
came to America. For some years he did not 
write to his parents; but only to his brothers 
and sisters, giving as a reason then that he 
feared he would a bis parents pain by 
writing. 

Refuses to Meet His Friend. 

„Three years ago the writer was requested 
while visiting Schmidt's parents to make 
inquiiies concerning him. He was then at 
Trenton, N. J. He ignored my request to 
meet me in New York City. Later I sent 
him another card, in reply receiving, on June 
28, 1910, a letter, of which an excerpt follows: 

Both cards received. They were a pleas- 
ant reminder of your old friendship for me. 
Nevertheless, dear friend, would I ask you 
urgently not to write me again, My soul is 
still too sore to bear the wounds of happier 
times, recollection of which you awaken. 
My care of the near future must rather be 
to forget, lest I lose my reason entirely. 
When you receive this letter I will probably 

be aboard thé Pacific express on my way 
ws So ard. 

Do net try to ascertain my address. iy 
best wishes are with you. Accept best re- 
gards from your unhappy friend. J. 8.’ 

“ These facts show that he was undoubtedly 
in several respects not well. I am convinced 
that otherw‘se he could not be capable of 
such an ill deed. He comes from an excellent 
family. A ccusin of his some time ago com- 
mitted suicide while in a fit of melancholy

Blames Old Conspirators, 

The attempt on his life today was attrib- 
uted by the general to agencies friendly to 
those whose conspiracy eventuated in the 
destruction of his newspaper plant and the 
killing of twenty-one men three years ago. 

Chief of Police Sebastian expressed the 
belief that the bomb had been sent by some 
person Violently opposed to Gen. Otis’ news- 
paper policy with regard to the Huerta ad- 
ministration in Mexico, 


Takes Bomb to Suburbs. 

Capt. D. B. Felts, a powder expert in the 
police department, took the machine to a 
sparsely inhabited section of the city near 
the Los Angeles river and there pried open 
the box, 

He found matches fixed to the inside in 
such a way that if it were opened in the 
usual way they would have rubbed against 
pieces of sandpaper and ignited. There was 
also black powder, a small section of fuse, 
two fulminating caps, and two sticks of 86 
per cent dynamite, which tore a great hole 
in the ground.

Bulletin of Orange Judd Com-

„Blessing in Disguise.“ 


With a total quantity of agricultural prod- 
ucts 22 per cent less than in 1912, the year’s 
gross revenue for the farmers will be 6 per 
cent more than last year, according to a bul- 
letin. issued yesterday by the Orange Judd 
company, which publishes several agricul- 
tural papers. Total value will be 88.000000. 
000, or $269,000,000 more than a year ago. 
The reason for this extraordinary condition 
is, of course, the high prices per unit for sev- 
eral of the large cereal crops. Corn, for ex- 
ample, will show a total volume of 20 per 
cent under that of 1912, but with a value 42 
per cent better will produce for the farmers 
$100,000,000 more than a year ago. 


Expense of Harvesting Lighter. 
“The wealth the farmers will receive for 
their decreased tonnage,” says the report, 
“also has these two decided advantages: 
Less labor and expense will be required 
for harvesting and marketing the crops this 
Lew of at a time when farm help is scarce and

Only the decrease of about 50,000,00 tons 
in the weight ot these staples-will enable 
American railways to move the crops of 1913 
without a veritable breakdown of the trans- 
portation system, in view of the heavy ton- 
nage of other freight and of passenger traffic 
caused by the resumption of good times. 


General Conditions Bettered. 

The outcome df the agricultural season, 
therefore, is profoundly beneficial to indus- 
try, commerce, and finance, taking the coun- 
try as a whole, although certain individuals 
and limited sections have been hard hit by 
the drouth. 
The shortage in new corn is not a disas- 
ter. It is a blessing in disguise. For with 
over 400,000,000 of old corn on hand Oct. 1, 
the aggregate supply of maize this autumn 
will be some 2,750,000,000 bushels This just 
about equals the corn supply following the 
harvest of 191l—only two years ago, when 
the yield was 2,650,000,000, and the supply of 
old corn was then only about one-fourth as 
large as now.“

The wheat output will be the greatest in 
quantity and value in the country’s history, 
and the value for potatoes, $224,000,000, $40, -

Text of the Charges. 
The statement given out last night by the 
Rev. E. A. Tapper of Elgin 9 Wil- 
liam Pearce follows: 

The jury in the case of the Free Metho- 
dist church versus the Rev. W. G. Hanmer 
have returned a verdict of guilty after a 
consideration of the charges made against 
him. 

The penalty is great. He has been ex- 
pelled from the church and from the general 
conference. He has been requested to sur- 
render his parchments to the secretary of 
this, conference, 

The sentence was pronounced by Bishop 
William Pearce in harmony with the find- 
ings of the jury. 


Up to General Conference. 

“Immediately at the close of the hear- 
ing the attorneys for the guilty minister, the 
Rev. F. E. Bennett of Evanston, took an ap- 
peal to the general conference. Their appeal 
was granted. 
“ Until the meeting of the general confer- 
ence, which will be in June of the year 1915, 
the guilty minister will have no rights in 
the Free Methodist church either as pastor 
or member. The charges were immorality 
and falsehood.”

He declared the government would con- 
tinue to make efforts towards the pacifica- 
tion of the country within a period relatively 
short. In this respect he could inform con- 
gress that the situation was already dom- 
inated by the government in a majority of 
the states, only Sonora and Durango being 
at present totally beyond authority. 

Of the treasury funds, amounting to $27,- 
600,000 at the beginning of the last fiscal year, 
24,900,000, he said, had been expended for 
the pacification of the country. Of the loan 
of $100,000,000 authorized in May, French 
bankers took. $30,000,000 at 90. Out of this 
Speyer & Co, had repaid $20,000,000, half of 
which was a loan to the national treasury, 
and half to the monetary commission. 

At the close of the reading of the preal- 
dential message the session of congress was 
ad journed until tomorrow. 


WILSON WITHHOLDS COMMENT. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 16.—President. Wil, 
son and Secretary Bryan today received an 
abstract of Provisional President Huerta s 
message to the Mexican congress, but no 
comment on it was forthcoming from either 
the White House or the state department.

Detective Sees Women Quarrel- 
ing, Grabs Bad Silver, and 
Arrests Follow. 


A little grocery at 18832 Larrabee street 
was raided last night as the headquarters of 
a band of counterfeiters who are believed to 
have passed hundreds of dollars of spurious 
coins and bills in Chicago during the last 
two months. The raid was made by city 
detectives and United States secret service 
men, headed by Capt. T. I. Porter. 

Counterfeit money and the materials for 
making it were found behind pictures, in a 
stove, and under a bed. Mrs. Madalena 
Garlasio was placed under arrest. She pro- 
tested her innocence and denied knowing 
where the bogus money came from, but ad- 
mitted she slept in the bed where the money 
was found, 


Banks Report Many. Counterfeits. 

Capt. Porter believes it an agency of one 
of the moet troublesome gangs of counter- 
feiters in the country. For months spurious 
bills and coins have been circulated in Chi- 
cago, and the secret service men have been 
unable to locate the source. Many banks 
have reported the circulation of cleverly 
counterfeited $6 bills. 

The counterfeit money was traced to the 
store by Detectives Edward Huber, Charles 
Hunnewell, and Edward Kavanaugh. It 
was almost by accident that Detective Huber 
ran across the woman and one of her cus- 
tomers quarreling in front of the store. He 
questioned the customer and learned she had 
been given several bogus half dallars in 
change. 

Children Used by Gang. 

Detective Huber took the bad coins and 
notified Capt. Porter. They began a search 
in the neighborhood among other stores and 
learned that several boys had bought candy 
and other articles with half dollars which 
later proved to be counterfeit. One of the 
boys was Frank Gerlasio, 10 years old. The 
raid followed. 

In addition te. tha bogus.money was found 
a box containing a composition of lead, pew- 
ter, and aluminium. Mrs. Garlasio refused 
to help in the search and upon each discovery 
of. new. coins she protested. her innocence. 
Neighbors told the police several men haye 
bean going in and out ot the back door at 
night for several months. 

Capt. Porter sent two men to the farm in 
Indiana where. Pietro Garlasio is said to be 
working, and they expect to diseover the 
stamps and molds from which the counterfeit 
money las made. The police believe the money 
is being made out of the city and sent here for 
disposition. Mra. Gariasio was taken to the 
Hudson avenue police station; where she will 
be held pending the arrest of her husband.

Results on the leading candidates indicate 
that the organization men have probably 
been chosen in all instances. 


Two Battles of Gunmen. 

In two assembly districts there was 
trouble. In the fifteenth, where there was 
a spirited contest for the Democratic leader- 
ship between James J. Hagan and George 
F. Form, there were clashes between rival 
parties of gunmen in automobiles, during 
which shots were fired. Names found in one 
automobile led the police to believe its occu-

NERVES AND DRUGS. 
AD the inventor of the submarine 
cable been an anktomist, he would 


enewered. 
have saved himeelf a lot of 
trouble. He could have studied a 


nerve and had a working plan for 


his cable. As it was, he probably puzzled 
his brain for years over the plan, using 
for his planning nerves built on the proper 
lan. 
11 presume that, occasionally, a tele: 
gtaph operator will transmit an inquiry 
about something that he, the operator, 
could inform both the sender and the re- 
cipient of. But his duty is to transmit, and 
‘he holds his peace. I can imagine the 
nerves in the aventor feeling about it 
about like the operator does. 

In the center of the-nerve is the wire 
that runs from the sending office as a con- 
tinuous unbroken cord. Around this is a 
lot of insulating, and around the insu- 
lating is the wrapping ‘or ngth and 
‘protection, The impulse travels from the 
center to the muscle to be moved. 

In the spasmodic disorders so frequently 
noted, the seat of the trouble is not in 
the jerking muscle nor in the nerve which 
makes it jerk. The impulse is transmit- 
ted, unchanged, from some nerve cell, and 
the muscle jerks because it is powerless 
to disobey orders—which makes plain the 
absurdity of treatments directed to the 
muscle or even to the nerve in its course. 

An old book directed that, when a baby’s 
head was jerking in convulsions, it should 
be held still. The absurd'ty of such a 
plan any one can see. As nobody would 
be so foolish as to believe it, nobody is so 
foolish as to advocate it. 

Howerer, though the curtain is lifted 
and the imagination makes us see beyond 
the jerking head, it is not wholly lifted. 
We are still prone to stop short of the 
center where the trouble is starting and 
prone to forget that back of the disturbing 
cell lies that which has disturbed the ceil. 

Failing in other and better measures 
for control, the surgeon teps in and cuts 
the nerve. 

At onee the jerk stops, or the pain 
stops, if pain were the trouble. Or he 
kills the nerve by injecting elcohol inte it. 

No external expression of the nerve cell 
change can be given, but back of the cut 
the nerve cell change goes on. 


- 

The methods of cutting the wires with 
the knife and with alcohol injection re- 
places an older, less efficient, and much 
more harmful method. It was the drug 
method—the use of alcohol, or morphine, 
or cocaine. 

These acted like nippers in cutting the 
nerve. The cut was not a permanent cut. 
In a few hours, the line had been repaired, 
and down it telegraph messages were going 
again. 

Again, unlike the act of the nippers, the 
cut was not a clean one. Morphine, co- 
caine, and alcohol, in their efforts to cut 
the line, smash things gererdlly. They lay 
out all the cells reached by the blood and 
amenable to them. It is from this action 
drug habits are born. 

The use of sedative drugs is born of 4 
partial view, not so foolish as holding 4 
baby’s head for fits, but nearly so. 
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CAMPHOR FOR COLD SORES.

REPLY: - 

1. The uleers in the mouth result from digestive 
trouble; cold #ores from an infection. Camphor 
on the ulcers will do them good. Touch the ulcers 
with a bit of cotton saturated in spirits of cam- 
phor, or a stronger caustic will be better. 

2. There are several causes. Obesity is one. If 
the other muscles are flabby the abdominal walls 
will be flabby. When the abdominal walls are 
flabby the weight makes them pouch out. As the 
abdomen pouches the shoulders are thrown back 
to compensate. This bows the back and makes the 
abdomen pouch still more, Cut down the food and 
take exercises to strengthen the muscles of the 
abdomen. 

8. You are right in thinking the cure lies In the 
diet. How much you eat is of very much more 
consequence than what you eat. Eat vegetables. 
fruit, meat, and bread, varying your diet from day 
to day, but eat not more than two-thirds what 
you are now eating. It is evident that all your 
troubles: are cut from the same cloth—too much 
food and too little exercise.

to the war. 

De la Bretesche was ruined by the conflict 
and Prince Camille thereupon took advantage 
of the plea that he had failed to secure the 
consent of his own parents to his marriage 
to Mile, de la Bretesche in order to obtain its 
invalidation by the French courts, whereupon 
he married an enormously wealthy Austrian 
heiress, Marie Langenberger, who. settled 
upon him $200,000 on the day of the wedding.

CONDITIONS AT THIRTY-NINTH 
STREET BEACH, 

Chicago. Sept. 6.—[To the Friend of the 
People.]—I cannot feel that the city is fortu- 
nate in the selection of its Thirty-ninth street 
bathing beach. The place where it is located 
is adjaceat to a coal yard; the ground has 
been made illed in with coal cinders, and 
hardly a diner spot could be found along the 
lake shore. Just above it the lake is now 
being filled in with sweepings from the street. 
Today I was in there and the waves were 
stirring up all sorts of chips, straws, cinders, 
and dirt in general that stuck to your fingers 
when you lifted the water up and allowed it 
to run through.

Archer. Milwaukee, and West- 
ern Avenue Extensions 
to Be First. 


A map of the roads of Cook county, desig- 
nating those which are to be known as stete 
aid roads, and to bec onstructed in part from 
the funds provided by the new state aid road 
law, will be sent to the state highway com- 
mission by the county board today. 

The roads whieh are recommended for 
state improvement have been approved by 
the board, and will enter into the general 
jan of the state commission. Construc- 
tion upon them will begin next spring. The 
Urst ones to be improved will be the Mil- 
waukee avenue, Archer avenue, and West- 
ern avenue roads. : 


$125,000 Will Be Available. 

About $125,000 will be available from the 
automobile tax fund and the general fund of 
the state for the improvement of the county 
roads, and to this amount the county must 
add an equal sum, 
The roads shown on the map sent to the 
state commission inciude the Algonquin, 
Dundee, and Higgins, Rand, Milwaukee, 


‘Glenview, Wheeling, Lincoln avenue [to 


Niles Center], Irving Park boulevard, West- 
ern avenue, Chicago Heights-Dyer, Dolton- 
Hammond, Lake street, Plainfield, Joliet, 
Arche, Lemont, and Joliet roads, and the 
Twelfth, Twenty-second, One Hundred and 
Eleventh, One Hundred and Twenty-seventh. 
One’ Hundred and Forty-third, and One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-ninth street roads.

Refrigeration Congress

ORE than 2,000 of the world’s champion 

ice men will arrive in Chicago today as 

delegates to the International Congress 

and Exposition of Refrigeration, which 

opens this evening at the stockyards 
amphitheater. 

Among this number will be more than 500 
representatives of foreign governments. Twen- 
ty-five delegates from Australia arrived yester- 
day afternoon. The other foreign guests of the 
exposition left Washington yesterday afternoon 
on a special train for Chicago. At the capital 
they were received by President Wilson and 
members of his cabinet.

While important questions regarding the con- 
servation of the world's food supply are to be 
taken up at the congress, the opening evening 
will be taken up with the inauguration of the 
exposition at the stockyards. Col. W. E. Skin- 
ner, general manager, announced that every- 
thing was in readiness to receive the visitors, 
Practically all of the exhibite were in place dur- 
ing the afternoon. 

Two of the features of the expogition will be 
concluded this morning. They are the ice slide 
and the ice fountain, neither of which ever has 
been seen in Chicago before. The ice slide is 
constructed especially for the children who are 
expected to visit the ice show, and it is u 
ranged in such a way that they literally can 
slide right ate the big amphitheater, The slide 
is more than 60 feet long.

Another exhibit which ig expected to interest 
the women of Chicago is the huge government 
icebox. This big refrigerator is the largest 
ever built in the world, contains more than 
two dozen rooms, and is presided over by ex- 
ports from the United States department of 
agriculture, who are there to demonstrate the 
correct way of refrigerating foods.

O'Shaughnessy Issues Statement. 


Thomas O'Shaughnessy, the artist who has 
Opposed the removal of the Columbus caravels 
from Jackson park, made public a statement 
last night in reply to a letter sent to the south 
park commissioners by John A. Verhoeven, at- 
torney for William N. Selig. 

Mr. O’Shaughnessy’s statement follows: 

“The south park board in justification of 
its action in giving to private individuals the 
Columbus caravels has made use of a letter 
written by some one represented as an-attorney 
for a moving picture producer. This letter at- 

pts to make it appear that the sails with 
which the caravels are equipped were not a gift 
from me. 

While these sails were originally made for 
a moving picture company they came into my 
possession as my property in justification of a 
claim. These sails were presented by me to 
the south park board and accepted by them to 
be held in trust for the school children of Chi- 
cago. 

The removal of the Columbus caravels from 
the lakes in the unqualified opinion of marine 
experts means their destruction. These boats 
can more safely cross the ocean than they can 
travel along the coast, being built for the ex- 
préss purpose of making voyages across.”

N examination for woman voters has been 

pr red by R. A, Widdowson, secretary 

of the city civil service commission. Mr.

Then put together beans, pumpkin, the 
points of asparaguse—whatever vegetables you 
choose, make them to mold and grow cold in 
the same way as above, and serve.

Artusi says that the thing called Russian 
salad (insalata Russa), now the mode for din- 
ners, has the fundamental characteristic that 
cooks slop together what they please. He states 
that he makes it simply of lettuce, beet root, 
green beans, potatoes, carrots, capers, little cu- 
cumber pickles, salt anchovies, and a hard boiled 
egg. 

He cuts up and arranges these, according to 
his own fancy, and then makes a mayonnaise.

An expert said they 
probably were the gems composing the Mayer 
necklace. 

Altogether sixty-four pearls were stolen 
from the registered package. Of these sixty- 
one were in the necklace and three were 
loose, The packet found by Horne included 
fifty-seven pearls in the necklace and one 
loose. Two of the pearis already have been 
produced in court as evidence of the theft 
of the necklace, and therefore there are only 
four pearis still missing.

THAW MAY SEEK 
SUPREME COURT 


Attorneys Plan to Appeal if 
Extradition Hearing Re- 
sults Adversely . 


FUGITIVE WINS A POINT. 


Littleton, N. H., Sept. 16—Counsel for 
Harry Kendall Thaw laid today the founda- 
tions for plans to carry his case to the Su- 
promo eourt of the United States. 

When the governor of New Hampshire 
passes on the matter of the extradition of 
Thaw to New York at the hearing to be held 
at Concord next Tuesday, the findings, if 
adverse to Thaw, will be reviewed by the 
United States District court, and should a de- 
cision against him then be rendered succes- 
sive appeals will be taken until the case 
reaches the highest court in the land. 

This was the announcement made by the 
Thaw lawyers tonight after the most notable 
court victory for the fugitive either in Can- 
ada or in the United States since his escape 
from the Matteawan asyl\:-n for the criminal 
insane. 


Habeas Corpus Writ Suspended. 
The plan was made known after a hear- 
ing on @ federal writ of habeas corpus ob- 
tained in Thaw's behalf and invoking the 
fourteenth amendment to the constitution 
had been indefinitely suspended until such 
time as counsel saw fit to begin arguments 
after the extradition matter had been de- 
cided by the governor. .
